Clemente, Pirates, won the

pionship for the third time and 
second year in a row, hitting 
329. He also rapped 10 homers 
and drove in 65" runs. 


Aaron, Braves, led the NL in 


doubles with 40 while batting 
.318, hitting 32 homers and 
knocking in 89 runs. 


Pinson, 
Reds, 
finished the 


season with a 27-game batting 
streak, longest in the NL in 
1965. During the streak he bak 
ted .372 and wound up at .305. 
He homered 22 times and drove 
across 94 runs. 


Colavito, Indians, topped the 


American League with 108 RBI 
while hitting .287 and 26 homers. 


Conigliaro, Red Sox, was the

runs. 


Conigliaro, at 21 the youngest 


of the five, accordingly will be 
the lowest paid of the five. He is 
expected to receive about $25,- 
000 while Colavito's salary is 
put at $68,000, Aaron $65,000. 
Clemente $60,000 and Pinson 
$40,000. 


Another slugger, Chicago Cubs 


outfielder Billy Williams, also 
signed his contract.

stage made of Air Force ammu- 
nition trailers and a cheering 
audience of thousands and thou- 
sands of soldiers and airmen. 


"I'd go back in a minute," 


said the Houston, Tex., beauty. 
('So would all the rest. It was 
the greatest experience of our 
lives." 


Then for no reason at all, or 


maybe for every reason in the 
world, she burst into tears. 


Six thousand miles 
away, 


across a continent and an 
ocean, actress Marilynn Lovell 
sat in her dressing'room in Lon- 
don's Drury Lane Theater star- 
ing fondly at aplaque given to 
her by Gen. William C. West- 
moreland for outstanding con- 
tributions to the -morale of the 
American fighting men in Viet 
Nam. 


"This means more to me," 


she said, "than any line any 
critic ever wrote." 


A few dressing rooms up the 


hall, star Marty Martin had a 
similar plaque in a place of hon- 
or on her dressing table, framed 
by huge bouquets of roses and a 
congratulatory telegram from 
the President 
of the United 
States. 


"I'm proud to have been 


there," said the star. "Yet noth- 
ing in life can make you feel 
more humble. What we gave 
them was nothing to what they 
gave back to us." 


More than three months after 


coming back from Viet Nam, 
the stars, singers and dancers 
of "Hello, Dolly!", the first 
Broadway musical to play in a 
war zone, were still enthral.'/*! 
by the experience. 


"It touched our-lives In so 


many ways," said dancer Susan 
Freeman, 
a fetching blonde 


from Jacksonville, Fla., with 
the Las Vegas company. "None 
of us who went on that tour, 
came back the same. We left 
something of ourselves out there 
and brought something back: 
maybe a new understanding of 
what our profession 
is all 


about." 


Dancer Eileen Casey, a bru- 


nette beauty from Boston, felt 
the troupe's reaction to the 10- 
day tour of Viet Nam last fall 
went beyond the go - flattering 
feeling that every actress has 
for an appreaciative audience. 


"It was more than just the 


thunderous applause and hearty 
laughter that only men can give 
and the standing ovations day 
after day," she said. "It was a 
feeling of actually being needed. 
No other audience ever gave us 
that." 


Even by Broadway's bizarre 


standards, the road company of 
"Hello, Dolly!", that opened in 
Minneapolis on April 19, 1965, 
with Mary Martin as star had 
an unusual history and an even 
more 'unusual geography. Pro- 
ducer David Mrrick formed the 
company specifically to make a 
tour of Japan and the Soviet 
Union sponsored by the State 
Department. 


"Instead, when the Russians 


canceled out, "Hello, Dolly!'" 
wound up in Viet Nam, playing 
to thousands of servicemen in 
stifling heat in the wool and vel- 
vet costumes made for the Lon- 
don company and against a con- 
stant background of roaring jets 
and beating helicopter blades. 


"More than half the company 


balked at going to Viet Nam," 
revealed Bob Hultman, a lead 
singer 
from 
Grand 
Rapids, 


Mich. "Some because they were 
frankly afraid; some for politi- 
cal reasons. Now they're all 
trying to get back in some way 
with USD shows or on their 
own,"

A—Exertion will normally 


cause an increase in the rate 
and force of your heart beat. 
Palpitation is an acute aware- 
ness of your heart action. 
Your uneven beats are most 
likely skipped beats. 


If your 
palpitation 
and 


skipping lasts only a minute 
or two, that is a good sign. 
Some people have them all 
day. I would say, therefore, 
that these symptoms are prob- 
ably of no significance but, if 
you are past 40, it is wise to 
have a physical checkup once 
n year including an electro- 
cardiogram. 


Q—Sometimes I get a nasty 


feeling in the pit of my stom- 
ach, 
then my heart 
skips 


beats. What causes this skip- 
ping and what is the best 
treatment for it? My blood 
pressure is 160/100. Should I . 
take blood pressure pills? 


A—In most p e r s o n s 


skipped beats are of no sig- 
nificance. They may be caused 
by excessive smoking or they 
may 
be without 
apparent 


cause. No treatment is neces- 
sary for the skipped beats, but 
you do need treatment for 
your blood pressure. When 
the lower 
reading, 
which 
represents your blood pres- 
sure when your heart is rest- 
ing between beats, goes to 
100 or more it is abnormally 


high. Prompt treatment will 
prevent serious complications,

SAIGON, South Viet Nam,

Since he arrived five months 


ago, the 57-year-old "senior liai- 
son officer" and his 11 hand- 
picked aides have deliberately 
avoided contact with newsmen, 
working quietly out of an old 
French villa in a Saigon suburb. 
The anonymity is just starting 
to pay off. 


When he arrvied he told news- 


men he was here to assist in "a 
noble cause." He apparently 
meant he would do all be-could 
to bring out the best in Viet- 
namese people fighting commu- 
nism. Lansdale had helped the 
late Philippines President Ra- 
mon Magsaysay do this, and, 
for a while, the late President 
Ngo Dinh Diem. 


Lansdale 
works intimately 


with Lodge. Both are known to 
be concerned about the extent 
the military program has over- 
run the civilian one in Viet 
Nam, 
and the de-emphasis of 


the counter insurgency program 
inf favor of conventional tactics. 
They are trying to redress the 
balance. 


Lansdale has no announced 


over-all program. He is here as 
a catalyst in a land that is wea- 
ry of politics and war, one of his 
aides said, adding:

Traffic Deaths 
During 
1965 


Total 49,000 


CHICAGO (AP)-A record toll 


of 49,000 traffic deaths in the 
united States last year was re- 
ported today by the National 
Safety Council. 


The council said 1.8 million 


persons suffered disabling inju- 
ries in 1965 motor vehicle acci- 
dents. The economic loss was 
calculated at ,f8.5 billion, $5.5 
billions of this in wage losses, 
medical expenses and overhead 
insurance costs. 


The one bright thread in the 


dark-pattern was the council's 
assertion that the rate of deaths 
per 100 million travel miles de- 
clined for the first time since 
1961—from 5.7 in 1964 to 5.6 last 
year. This compared with a 1945 
rate of 11.3. 


Council statisticians computed 


a 5 per cent rise in the total 
number of vehicle-miles 
last 


year, 880 billion. 


Nevertheless, 
the 
total of 


deaths last year was 3 per cent 
greater than the former record 
of 47,700 in 1964. 


Another deadly record was- 


reflected in the December toll 
last v««r 
When 4.940 pprsons 


were killed - 10 per cent more 
than me 4,490 ot December i%4. 


In terms of deaths per 10,000 


registered motor vehicles, the 
1965 
total of accident deaths was 


up—from 2.7 in 1964 to 2.9. 


The death record and the 


rates per 10,000 registered vehi- 
cles were based directly upon 
experience records supplied to 
the council by state and munici- 
pal governments. The vehicle 
travel rate, a spokesman said, 
was computed with cooperation 
of the Federal Bureau of Roads 
largely upon actual domest'c 
use of motor fuefc, vnJ eakiuV 
tions involving miles per gallon 
achievement of various types of 
vehicles and their numbers in 
state 
and 
federal 
vehicle 
records. 


Howard Pyle, president of the 


Safety Council, said the slight 
reduction of deaths in terms of 
vehicle travel offered some en- 
couragement to motorists and 
safety officials.
